Applicants request reconsideration of the Patent Term Adjustment announced in the 
Notice of Allowance mailed October 26, 2006, In compliance with its duty of candor under 37 
CFR L56, the Applicants hereby notifies the Patent Office of a possible discrepancy and asks for 
a prompt ruling. As the error appears to be one that occurred at the Patent Office through no 
fauh of the applicant, it is not believed that the $200.00 fee under 37 CFR LI 8(e) should be 
required for adjustment of the patent term. However, in the event any fee is required for the 
reconsideration of the patent term adjustment such fees are hereby authorized to be charged to 
Deposit Account No. 19-5029. 

According to the Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S,C. 154 (b) accompanying the 
Notice of Allowance, the Office has determined the Patent Term Adjustment to be 345 days,

Term Adjustment history on the Patent Application Information Retrieval System (PAIR) 

indicates that the date of the Final Decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
was August 24, 2006. However, the date stamped on the Final Decision was August 23, 2006. 
This 1 day adjustment changes the Patent Term Adjustment from 345 days to 344 days.
